Standard Libel Case. 


The iit that was ao commenced on Mon. 
dsy, Adgust 22d, by the Stipendiary- 
Magistrate, A. F. Pemberton, Esq.

terminated yesterday by the discharge 
of the defendant. Mr. Pemberton was 
on the Beneb. alone, and read his decis- 
4 immediately after opening his Court.

. [fit were called ‘* Pemberton’s 

— ” in liea of being designated |. 
the ent of a Stipendiary' Magis- 
trate < ‘twelve years’ standing in a libel 
ease, admittedly of his own bringing, it 
-would be much more appropriate. If 
it were, however, a troe apology, he 
would as.0 “gentleman” have frankly 
and mishfolly admitted that a mistake 
had beet made,—that an injory had been 
the defendant,—and that he re- 
pooh ite oecorrence; but it neither 
acknowledges injury done, or regret for 
having done it, Hence he is not entitled 
to the cfedit of making an apology to the 
thle alles party. There is, however, in 
ent e most lame attempt to 

pote: to the public for a magisterial 
set that has been universally and delib- 
erately condemned in this commonity. 

To make this judgment, or what may 
be called a quasi-apology to the~public, 
carry with it the appearance of justifi- 
eation, statements have been pat in it 

that. ere either foreign to the issue or 

such a8 will not bear examination. The 
first point that it contains, to which 
we dirert ‘attention, is that setting | 
forth ‘the right of Mr Pemberton 

AS Stipendiary Magistrate to arrest 

in cases: where a breach of the peace 
is anticipsted. We are willing to 
admit that he had this right of arrest. 
Bat we ask who was likely in this case to 
commitis breach of the peace? It could 
not be Dr. Trimble; for as soon as he in- 
formed the editor ‘that, though on the 
Bench, be never interfered in granting 
licenses ostside of the city limits, we pub- 
lished & statement to that effect that 
exonerated him from being a, party to the 
refusal of Steven’s License. Hence he 
had no cause to break the peace. The 
only other two magistrates on the Bench 
were Mr:(W. J. Mecdonald and Mr. 
Pemberton. . Now no one will believe 
that Mr. Macdonald wosld commit a 
breach of the peace. Even if he had been 
likely to do so, be was the party 
to arrest’ and not the proprietor 
of the Stanpanv. But we fully ex- 
onerate Mr. Macdonald from any such 
Intention, . Now the only other person 
whose aci¢ as a Magistrate had been com- 
mented og, was Mr. Pemberton. Is 
there anyone who, for a moment, would 
suppose ms he would forget bis station 
as.a magistrate and commit a common as- 
sault? We do not sappose so; bot if 
he were likely to break the peace, he was 
“the party that ought to have been ar- 
rested. If an article in a newspaper in- 
cites to :breach of the peace, it is the 
party attdcked by the article who is 
likely to do so, and not the writer of the 
article. Io such a case then there could 


have been’ no one but Mr. Pemberton, | 


and Mr, Macdonald likely to commit an 
assault. Such being the case, there were 
no grounds at all for the arrest of the 
propre of the Sranparp for an alleged 
bel—cetteinly none through fear of him 
committing a breach of the peace. But 
Mr. Pemberton (we follow his written 
jodgment) finds two reasons for issuing 
is warrant, His words are as follows : 
“The known combative propensities of 
the defendant, exhibited in the public 
street upoh more than one occasion, 
teken in codnnection with the fact that 
* the libellous publications were being con- 
tinued, séemed to threaten a breach of 
the peace ;> hence the issue of the war- 
rant.” The very fact of referring to 
“*the combative propensities of the defen- 
dant” in the jodgment, is sufficient to 
condemn the judgment of Mr. Pember- 
ton in this' community at least.. ‘The 
eombative propensities of the defendant” 
were not likely to break the peace ; for we 
have already shown that the only persons 
to disturb the peace, under sveb circum- 
stances, wete Mr. Pemberton and Mr. 
jonald, and we have not admitted the 
possibility of theirdoing so, Under such 
ees the allusion of Mr. Pember- 
ton to the “combative propensities of the 
defendant” are as unworthy of the 
Bench as they are false in their 
‘ fmplication..

The Hon. A. F. Pemberton, in the Police 
Oourt yesterday: morning,” delivered the fol- 
lewing judgment in the above case:

Blackstone says ‘the 
direct tendency @f libels is the breach of the 
public peace, by stirring up the objects of 
them to revenge, and perhaps to. bloodshed.” 
He defines -libela to be ‘‘ malicious defama- 
tions of any person, and especially « magis- 
trate, made publi¢ by either printing, writing, 
signs or pictures, in order to provoke him to 
wrath, or expde¢ him to public hatred, con- 
tempt and ridicule.” I have referred to the 
ease which I quoted in support of the power 
vested in the Bench of Magistrates to take 
sureties for good behavior upon a charge of 
libel, (Holroyd vs. Sparke). It was tried in 
1853, and it was decided that they had that 
power.

They are 
falling back on St Deziere. Large bodies of 
infantry are passing — Theuville. 

Panis, August 28 —McMahon's main-army 
is at St. Ena. The Emperor is at Resonville, 
and the Prince Imperial is at Rethe. 

The Prussians are pushing their scouts as 
far as Montmedy. 

Loxpox, August 28.—Private telegrams 
from Baden say the Prussians have 300,000 
troops along the line of railroad, ready to 
move across the Rhine to reinforce either 
German army in case of defeat.
